HELENA, Mont., Oct. 2.—The democ- 
racy have carried Montana by a majority 
of not less than 2,000. This is conceded 
by Chairman Seligman of the republi- 
can state committee, Russell Harrison 
and other rabid republicans, who wish it 
were not so. 


Power, republican candidate for gov- 
ernor, ran behind his ticket several hun- 
dred, while Toole ran ahead of his. 
Maginnis, for congress, got the fewest 
votes on the democratic ticket, but 
enough to send him to Washington. 


The constitution is adopted by 25,000 
majority. 


The democratic managers claim the 
entire state ticket and a majority in the 
legislature. 
The Journal, republican, 
claims the state for Carter and says 
Power will not run five hundred behind. 
It says the legislature can not be fore- 
cast, but is confident of a republican 
majority. 


The result can not be surely known 
before to-morrow.

Pien-e 
will undoubtedly be the temporary capi- 
tal. Even Minnehas county, in which 
Sioux Falls is situated, has gone for 
Pien-e. A large vote. 


E. J. Goodkind, Bismarck's liquor 
dealer, claims to have heard from every 
county and says his returns show a ma- 
jority of 2,100

prohibition. 
Each party gets three judges, the legis- 
lature is safely republican and the elec- 
tion of Gilbert A. Pierce to the senate is 
assured.

A Reunion of One of tlie Conspicu- 
ous 
Batteries 
of 
Indiana, 
Witicii was Oriranized 
in Tiiis CitF« 


To-morrow at Sion S. Bass post hall 
there will be held a reunion of the 
Twenty-ninth Indiana battery. 


This battery has a great record, being 
very conspicuous in the Indiana forces 
during the civil war. 


Capt. James H. Myeirs, of Jefferson- 
ville, who was captain of the battery, 
writes that he will be unable to be pres- 
ent. 
He sends to Mr. James E. Gra- 
ham an address to be read to the com- 
rades; which will revive some of the in- 
cidents and memories of the battery. 


Foit Wayne, in September, 1862, was 
a general rendevouz for different regi- 
ments (infantry) with Governor Wm. 
WiUiams, of Warsaw, in command. 
Hon. Scott Bayless was quartermaster 
and commissary. In getting the re- 
cruits organized into different regi- 
ments, Hons. Samiiel Hanna, McCul- 
loch, and others, were prominent. 
It 
was then that the battery was organized. 
Captain Myers was walking down a 
street in Fort Wayne, when Joseph 
Bowers, and 
others, 
offered their 
services, and a meeting was called at the 
court house that night, when Franz A. 
Sawyer, and others, spoke. As a result 
the Twenty-ninth battery was organ- 
ized then and there. 


The muster roll of the battery shows 
102 men through all the war; died in the 
service, 16; discharged for disability, 16; 
transfen-ed to other companies, 8; de- 
serted, 21, 


Captain Myers sends the original 
muster roll and thfe guidon or banner of 
the battery, which will be inspected by 
the comrades. 


Most all of the surviving members of 
the Twenty-ninth battery reside in the 
county and there will no doubt be a large 
attendance at to-morrow's reunion.

THE THREE AMERICAS. 


The Conffre«s of the Great Poweri 
in SoHsion at 
Washing^ton—A 
«teat International Event. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Nearly three 
score of distinguished looking men as- 
sembled at the state department this 
morning. 
They were the delegates to 
the three Americas congress. 
Before 
proceeding to the department they had 
their pictures taken in a group at the 
Watehmans, where the congress will 
meet. 


A few minutes after the noon hour the 
delegates, headed by Assistant Secretary 
Ade, of the state department, walked in 
procession from the diplomatic ante 
room to the diplomatic reception room. 


The Brazilian delegates were attired 
in brilliant uniforms, resplendent with 
gold lace, but the others wore plain 
black clothes, with the exception of 
Captain Bourke, of the United States 
army, one of the aids to the congi-ess, 
who wore his cavalry uniform. 
Some 
of the delegates were attired in even- 
ing dress and carried opera hats. 


As soon as the delegates assembled 
in the reception room the doors were 
closed and the proceedings inside were 
conducted secretly. 
Only those per- 
sons who had credentials to the con- 
gress were allowed to remain in the 
apartment. 


When the delegates had assembled in 
the room, Secretary 
Blaine 
passed 
around among them and greeted each in 
an entirely informal manner. All the 
delegates were present except T. J. 
Coledige, of Boston, who will join the 
delegates 5 at this city. After a few 
minutes of chatting. Secretary Blaine 
took his stand at the head of the long 
central table in the room, and using a 
large pair of shears as a gavel called the 
meeting to order and made an address. 


At the close of his address the con- 
gress elected Mr. Blaine president of 
the congress and transacted other busi- 
ness.

THE platform of the Massachusettj 
republicans calls for a "tho|gngh and 
equitable revision of the tariff." That 
is just what Mr. Cleveland wanted in 
1888, but the Massachusetts republicans 
were not ready for it then. It is en- 
couraging to know, however, that they 
have learned something since. 


THE potato crop of 1889 will probably 
exceed in quantity that of any previous 
year in the United States. The acreage 
is less than last year, but the conditions 
of growth have in general been very 
favorable, and there has been an un- 
usual absence of insects. The total 
crop is estimated at 283,700,000 bushels, 
which exceeds last year's crop by over 
seventeen million bushels. 


THE farmers of Illinois are organizing 
alliances all over the state for the pur- 
poses of mutual protection and to fight 
monopolies. The most effective way to 
fight monopolies is to strike at the sys- 
tem which renders them possible.

They have left a good many 
American dollars behind them and wear 
home a good many foreign made gar- 
ments with which the customs officers 
Will not be able to interfere. 
Now that 
it has gotten to be a holiday trip across 
the Atlantic the laws will have to be re- 
vised to meet the case of those who go 
shopping abroad. 


IT is believed that an Indiana man 
will be given the supreme court vacancy, 
and that the nominee will be Judge 
Woods. To prevent this Judge Gresh- 
am's friends are said to be striving earn- 
estly. It is a novel situation, as one 
can see at a glance. Judge Gresham, 
Judge Woods' superior, has given the 
latter a mortal affront (in the Indiana, 
Decatur and Western receivership.) 
It 
can never be forgotten nor forgiven, and 
as the offender is generally as relentless 
as the offended, it is to be expected that 
Judge Gresham will do nothing to see 
Judge Wood's interests advanced. 
But 
Judge Gresham is a political rival of 
President Harrison's, and the latter is 
not only a personal friend of Judge 
Woods, but he is an admirer of his 
judicial abilities. It will be gall and 
wormwood to Judge Gresham to see 
Judge Woods go above him on the su- 
preme bench. It would be a sweet re- 
venge—and it is not an improbable one 
—to Judge Woods' friends if this should 
happen. The promotion might be ex- 
pected to come to Judge Gresham, but 
it is supposed to be improbable that he 
will be considered. The choice seems 
to lie between Judge Woods and Attor- 
ney-General Miller.
